“One of the last things I did before 
leaving london ” he said, “was to re­ 
view, with the king, some of your 
troops passing through the streets of 
london and they certainly made a 
most magnificent appearance. 
“I am very glad to visit the states, 
especially now that you are with the 
allies and in view of the magnificent 
part your troops are taking in the 
great battle now going on on the west 
front.”

Sixty soldiers were shot and more than one thousand put in prison to 
await courtmartial.

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OUR CITRUS CROP 


Residents of Orange county are not likely to under­ 
estim ate the im portance ot our citrus fruit crop in its 
relation to other products of the county. 
The nam e oi 
the county alone keeps ever before us that citrus fruit 
is imbedded in our county's life. 
However, few of us 
have realized how great is the crop in its relation to the 
rest of the state. 
Practically one-fourth of the California fruit acreage 
is devoted to the cultivation of oranges and lemons, 
according to the compilation made by Chief Deputy 
Cl. P. Weldon and O. W. Newman, assistant secretary of 
the State Commission of H orticulture. 
The total acreage devoted to fruit growing in the 
state is 8-K>,316 and there are 201,028 acres of oranges 
and lemons under cultivation. 
The fruit acreage is not 
so great in its relation to the other farm products as is 
ordinarily supposed, for there are nearly two and a half 
million acres of California lands devoted to products 
other than fruit. 
But of the fruits oranges and lemons lead them all, 
prunes being the closest com petitor with 134,142 acres. 
There are 113,821 acres of oranges in bearing and 
47,757 non-bearing, showing that there is some new fruit 
coming into the m arket before long. 
The total orange 
acreage is therefore 161,578. 
T here are 22,650 acres of 
lemons In bearing and 
16,799 non-bearing, a total of 
39,450 acres devoted to that fruit. 
These figures were compiled from reports m ade a 
year and a half ago, and the proportion of non-bearing 
acreage has been changed considerably since then. 
S tatistics given for Orange County by the experts 
of the S tate Commission of H orticulture point out that 
Orange County at the tim e the figures were gathered 
had 10,500 acres of bearing orange trees and 8000 acres 
of non-bearing, and that it has 4000 acres of bearing 
lemon trees and 2300 acres non-bearing. 
Glancing at those figures, we are im m ediately im­ 
pressed w ith the thought that not only is Orange County 
today closely wrapped up in the citrus business but that 
it is going to be more closely allied with it as the years 
go by, as new orchard^ come into bearing and increase 
their output. 
It behooves us to look after the interests 
of the citrus industry, with an eye to the future, even 
more closely than we have in the past. 
We are not to 
forget the value of the tariff the value of protection 
against the ravages of pests or the necessity of building 
up the industry by increasing eastern consum ption of 
our D educt.

Gergutuy baa a good season, at home and in the neigh 
boring^ countries that she controls, Germany can hob 
out for an o th er year, and by exploiting Russia may bt 
able to bold out alm ost indefinitely. 
If her crops fail 
■he must m ake peace next w inter or spring, regardles: 
of her m ilitary situation. 
The w ar is therefore resolving itself more than evei 
Into a great com petitive food-producing struggle.

Hies th e principal agricultural battle-ground is the 
States. 
For the central powers it is Germany. 
Hungary abd Ukrainia.

Infanticide Rife In China

(Belle Barnett in the World Outlook) 
Eighty per cent of China’s little ones die in early 
childhood and more than 50 per cent of the babies die 
at birth. 
H ere is where the woman doctor and the 
trained nurse come in. 
No m other, w hatever her na­ 
tionality, who had access to and advice from a woman 
doctor or a well trained nurse, would call in a witch 
doctor because her child had a pain in his stom ach. 
To 
cure such a pain a doctor drove three needles into- a 
child’s intestines to m ake holes through which the devils 
m ight escape. 
The treatm ent produced peritonitis, and 
the boy, a sturdy little lad of 8 or 9, died. 
The .Mary Black hospital, supported by the Southern 
M ethodist women, has treated m any such patients, more 
injured by the practice of native “doctors” than by dis­ 
ease. 
Except in cities where m issionaries have been living 
for two or three generations, no native m an doctor ever 
delivers a woman. AU children are delivered by illiterate 
m idw ives who know nothing of cleanliness, anesthetics 
or the use of instrum ents. 
T heir careless and ignorant 
m ethods are responsible for the infection of from 80 to 
85 per cent of the m others. 
Among th eir barbarous cus­ 
tom s may be mentioned that of compelling every Chinese 
m other to sit up and keep aw ake for forty-eight hours 
afte r her child is horn. 
Many of them faint from ex­ 
haustion and many of them die. 


The wretched practice of infanticide continues in the 
interior, w here C hristian civilization has not touched the 
people. 
In other places It is being som ew hat reduced. 
But poverty abounds in China and infanticide is largely 
an economic question. 
Num bers of babies born in Chris­ 
tian hospitals have been sent out with their m others well 
and strong. 
If, however, they were not w anted by father 
or the mother-in-law, they were given no nourishm ent 
after the m other reached home, but w ere allowed to 
starve to death. 
O thers are drowned or poisoned. 
Baby 
tow ers are m aintained throughout China to dispose ol 
the bodies of unwanted children. 


T hese are some of the reasons why China needs 
thousands of trained women, physicians and nurses, who 
can not only repair the dam ages done by native witch 
doctors, hut who can also instruct the Chinese woman In 
the care of herself and her children. 
Here is a wide and 
effective door to the homes and hearts of the Chinese.
